Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Seventh 
Annual  Report  and  accompanying  tables.  During  the 
year  a portion  of  the  Parish  of  Wendover  has  been  added 
to  this  district  from  the  Wycombe  Union,  viz:  9,176 
acres,  making  the  total  acreage  for  the  disirict  45,383. 

The  census  of  1911  proves  that  I had  under-estimated 
the  increase  in  the  population  year  by  year ; as  last  year 
I only  gave  it  at  14,737  whereas  the  census  return,  1911, 
is  18,515,  which  will  of  course  markedly  affect  the  returns 
of  the  death  rate^nd  birth  rate  when  compared  with 
former  years.  The  district  consists  of  hills  and  valleys 
which  run  almost  parallel  from  North-West  to  South- 
East.  The  sub-soil  consists  chiefly  of  flint  and  gravel  on 
chalk,  e.xcept  on  the  top  of  the  hills  where  there  is  a 
good  deal  of  clay.  There  are  many  wayside  ponds  in  the 
district  the  water  of  which  is  chiefly  used  for  cattle  ; 
during  the  drought  in  the  Summer  many  were  cleaned 
out  thoroughly  and  some  have  been  filled  in.  There  are 
some  however  which  are  liable  to  become  a sanitary- 
nuisance,  although  there  is  every  year  an  improvement 
in  this  respect. 

The  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  .\griculture, 
but  there  are  several  Chair  Factories  and  Workshops 
and  some  Chair  work  is  done  at  home.  There  are  one 
Mat  and  Matting  Factory,  one  Helmet  Factory,  two 
Woodwork  Factories  and  two  Engineering  Works  in  the 
District.  A certain  amount  of  Lace,  Dead  and  Trimming 
Work  is  done  at  home,  but  not  so  much  as  there  used  to 
be. 

The  improvement  in  the  Housing  accommodation  has  Housing 
been  maintained.  A number  of  new  Houses  have  been  Accommoda- 
built  and  there  are  54  more  in  course  of  erection.  All 
houses  have  been  and  are  being  built  strictly  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Bye-laws  approved  by  the  Local 
Government  Board — with  the  exception  of  the  cesspools 
in  some  instances— due  provision  being  made  for  plenty 
of  open  space  about  the  houses.  Owing  to  the  Rural 
nature  of  the  district,  the  air  space  presents  little 
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difficulty  and  there  are  very  few  cases  of  houses  being 
built  in  double  rows.  All  plans  are  submitted  to  the 
Council’s  Building  Committee  for  approval  and  are 
built  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Council’s 
Surveyor.  It  is  found  increasingly  difficult  to  build 
houses  with  sufficient  accommodation  to  let  at  a rental 
suitable  to  the  wage  of  the  Agricultural  labourer. 
Sufficient  garden  space  is  not  always  provided,  especially 
in  those  parts  of  the  district  where  disposal  of  refuse  is 
not  in  any  way  provided  for.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
has  continued  his  house  to  house  inspection;  as  I pointed 
out  in  my  last  Report,  it  is  impossible,  owing  to  the 
scattered  nature  of  the  district,  to  visit  every  house  in  a 
year,  as  several  visits  have  often  to  be  made  to  the  same 
place  to  see  that  instructions  given  are  properly  carried 
out.  During  the  year  2,314  houses  have  been  inspected. 
In  nine  cases  overcrowding  was  found  and  abated.  Five 
however  were  closed,  and  in  eighty-two  defects  were 
remedied  without  closing  orders.  Eleven  houses  were 
represented  as  unfit  for  habitation  and  two  closing  orders 
were  determined.  There  has  been  a great  improvement 
during  the  year  in  the  sanitary  arraffgements,  many  of 
the  old  midden  privies  being  done  away  with  and 
converted  into  pail  closets  or  W.C’s.  There  has  been 
also  much  less  trouble  during  the  year  with  regard  to 
rubbish  heaps,  etc.,  both  in  public  places,  by  the  sides  of 
the  roads  and  on  private  ground  than  heretofore. 

Water  The  Water  Supply  of  the  district  is  chiefly  supplied  by 

Supply.  the  Amersham  and  Beaconsfield  Water  Company;  the 
Berkhampstead,  Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Water 
Companies  also  supply  a good  proportion  of  the  District. 
The  water  supplied  by  these  Companies  is  very  pure  and 
very  unlikely  to  become  contaminated,  being  drawn  from 
a considerable  depth  in  the  chalk  strata.  Organic  matter 
is  absent,  but  there  is  a large  degree  of  hardness,  chiefly 
temporary.  There  are  also  some  deep  wells  in  use  in  the 
District  which  supply  water  of  the  same  character. 
Owing  to  the  recent  extension  of  the  Water  Companies 
Mains,  less  use  is  made  of  the  rain  water  tanks  and 
surface  wells,  and  during  the  long  spell  of  dry  weather 
in  July  and  August  nearly  every  natural  supply  of  water 
in  the  district  failed,  therefore  all  those  within  reach  of 
the  Water  Companies  Mains  were  connected  as  far  as 
possible.  The  water  of  the  surface  wells  is  good,  but 
liable  to  contamination  by  the  utensils  used  in  drawing 
the  water.  Some  parts  of  the  district  lie  so  far  from  any 
Water  Main  that  the  expense  of  laying  the  water  on  is 
almost  prohibitive,  and  the  inhabitants  must,  for  the 
present,  rely  on  rain  water  tanks  and  wells. 
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The  Milk  supply  of  the  district  is  good  and  I am  able  Milk 
to  report  that  several  dairies  have  been  improved  during  Supply. 
the  year,  in  addition  to  those  reported  last  year.  There 
are  twenty-nine  dairymen  or  purveyors  of  milk  on  the 
register,  two  being  registered  during  the  year  and  three 
abolished;  each  is  inspected  twice  a year  and  the  close 
supervision  has  the  effect  of  causing  owners  to  close 
those  which  they  do  not  think  worth  while  making  the 
necessary  alterations  pointed  out  to  them  by  your 
Inspector.  About  two  thousand  gallons  of  milk  are 
exported  per  week  but  none  that  I know  of  imported. 

There  are  twenty-eight  Cow-keepers  on  the  register, 
four  less  than  last  year.  Still  further  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  year  with  regard  to  improvement  of 
construction,  drainage,  etc.,  they  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  twenty-four  notices  served  for  cleansing, 
etc.  There  are,  according  to  the  returns  given  by  the 
Cow-keepers,  six  hundred  and  seventy-four  cows  in  milk 
in  the  district.  The  biggest  herds  do  not  exceed  fifty 
cows  in  milk.  There  is  still  considerable  room  for 
improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  actual  milking, 
such  as  the  washing  of  the  men’s  hands.  The  Council 
has  not  made  any  Bye-laws  under  the  Dairies,  Cow-sheds 
and  Milkshops  Order. 

There  are  the  same  number  of  Slaughter  houses  on  Slaughter 
the  register  as  last  year,  viz:  fourteen.  Five  w'ere  found  Houses. 
defective  and  notices  served.  During  the  very  hot 
weather  some  complaints  were  made  as  to  nuisance  being 
caused,  but  on  inspection,  in  each  case  no  fault  could 
be  found,  as  owing  to  the  great  heat  smells  arose  very 
quickly,  though  in  every  case  the  Slaughter  Houses 
were  cleaned  as  quickly  as  possible. 

There  are  twenty-five  Bake  houses  in  the  district  each  Bake 
of  which  has  been  inspected  twice.  Twelve  notices  Houses. 
have  been  served  and  the  defects  remedied,  there  is  at 
times  some  difficulty  in  getting  them  kept  as  clean  as 
they  should  be.  There  are  no  underground  bake-houses 
in  the  district.  I am  still  of  opinion  that  more  care  ought 
to  be  taken  over  the  delivery  of  bread,  some  bakers 
deliver  bread  in  very  clean,  closed  vehicles — but  others 
use  open  carts  where  there  is  great  danger  of  con- 
tamination. 

No  special  measures  have  been  taken  under  the  sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  1875,  and  no  diseased  meat  has 
been  seized  or  condemned  during  the  year  and  no  action 
has  been  taken  under  the  Act.  Mr.  Sidney  Villar,

F.R.C.V.S.,  has  again  been  appointed  as  consultant  to 
the  Conncil  to  help  the  vSanitary  Inspector,  in  cases  of 
doubt,  where  animals,  meat,  etc.,  are  affected.  There 
has  been  no  case  of  anthrax  in  the  district. 

Sewerage.  Arnersham  has  a main  drainage  system,  which  has 
continued  to  give  satisfaction,  the  amount  of  sewage 
coming  down  being  easily  dealt  with  at  the  sewage 
farm.  The  septic  tanks  have  worked  well  and  there  is 
sufficient  land  to  deal  with  four  or  hve  times  the  amount 
of  sewage  which  comes  down  at  present.  The  new 
scheme  passed  last  year  is  making  progress,  but  it  is 
somewhat  slow,  as  owing  to  the  contour  of  the  land,  in 
some  places  the  pipes  have  to  be  laid  at  a depth  of 
twenty  feet.  During  the  year  more  houses  in  Arnersham 
have  been  connected  with  the  main  sewer,  and  the 
defects  in  drainage  complained  of  last  year  remedied. 
There  is  a public  scavenger  and  a public  “ tip  ” is 
provided  where  rubbish  such  as  old  tins,  etc.  can  be 
deposited. 

Chalfont  St.  Peter  has  main  drainage  for  that  portion 
of  the  Latchmore  Estate  which  is  in  the  parish.  The 
system  continues  to  work  most  satisfactorily,  although 
many  of  the  houses  on  the  system  are  outside  the  district 
the  septic  tanks  and  hlter  beds  are  in  Chalfont  St.  Peter. 
Public  scavenging  is  undertaken,  and  a night  soil  cart  is 
available.  The  majorit}'  of  the  houses  are  drained  by 
private  cesspools. 

At  Great  Missenden  a night  soil  cart  is  provided  and 
public  scavenging  is  also  done. 

At  Chesham  Bois  a night  soil  cart  is  provided  and 
there  are  several  private  carts  for  the  use  of  the  tenants 
and  owners. 

Pail  closets,  ce.sspool  drainage  and  midden  privy 
systems  are  in  use  all  over  the  district.  During  the  year 
a great  many  midden  privies  have  been  done  away  with, 
having  been  found  in  a very  unsanitary  condition  and 
in  most  cases  converted  into  pail  closets. 

Pollution  We  have  again  had  very  little  trouble  with  regard  to 
OF  Streams  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district.  The 
AND  Rivers,  vvater  from  all  the  streams  in  your  district  eventually 
reaches  the  Thames  and  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board 
have  powers  over  them,  and  therefore  their  officers  keep 
a close  watch  over  the  streams  as  well  as  your  own 
officers.  The  chief  cause  for  anxiety  has  been  the 
etlluent  from  the  Chesham  Urban  District  Sewage  works 
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which  falls  into  the  Chess  at  a point  situated  in  your 
district,  but  steps  are  being  taken  to  provide  more 
filtration  ground,  which  although  situated  in  this  district, 
will  it  is  hoped  do  away  with  any  danger  of  con- 
taminating the  river.  If  any  pollution  of  a stream  or 
river  is  discovered,  notices  are  at  once  served  on  the 
offenders  and  if  not  stopped  within  fourteen  days  action 
is  taken. 

There  are  no  lodging  houses  in  your  district  and  no 
offensive  trades  are  carried  on,  therefore  no  special 
byelaws  dealing  with  such  places  are  needed. 

The  public  Elementary  Schools  in  your  district  are  on  Schools. 
the  whole  very  satisfactory,  having  good  water  supply 
and  their  sanitary  arrangements  in  good  order.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  boys’  school,  Chalfont  St.  Peter 
was  very  bad,  but  notice  was  given  and  the  matter 
attended  to  temporarily  as  the  schools  were  to  be  re- 
built, several  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  among  the 
scholars  attending  this  school.  There  is  an  Education 
Medical  Officer  for  the  county  and  an  assistant,  to  the 
former  are  referred  all  matters,  re  closing  of  schools.  If 
it  is  thought  urgently  necessary  to  close  a school  at  once 
your  Medical  Officer  has  authority  to  do  so,  subject  to 
subsequent  confirmation  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  schools  are  not  closed  except  when  absolutely 
necessary,  as  control  of  infectious  diseases  is  often  better 
kept  with  the  schools  open.  Disinfection  is  carried  out 
by  Formalin  and  as  a rule  by  your  own  officers.  Dr. 
Challoner’s  Grammar  School  at  Amersham  is  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  as  to  sanitary  arrangements  and 
water  supply.  There  are  several  private  schools  in  your 
district  but  we  exercise  no  special  supervision  over  them. 

There  is  so  far  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  district.  Isolation 
My  Council  prefer  to  provide  one  for  the  district  alone.  Hospital. 
rather  than  combine  with  another  district.  A special 
committee  was  formed,  re  purchase  of  site,  etc.,  but  at 
present  no  site  has  been  obtained.  A plot  of  land  is 
held  on  a long  lease  for  erection  of  a Hospital,  but  it 
cannot  be  bought,  and  it  is  thought  better  to  buy  a site, 
on  which  to  erect  a permanent  building.  Three  move- 
able  huts  are  on  this  ground  and  a tent  and  suitable 
equipment  is  in  possession  of  the  Council  for  use  in  case 
of  necessity.  My  Council  decided  to  provide  shelters  free 
of  cost  for  tuberculosis  patients,  to  be  erected  near  their 
homes.  Also  shelter  in  the  Infirmary  grounds  at 
Amersham  for  any  Tuberculosis  patients  admitted  into 
the  Infirmary.  There  was  a great  increase  in  the  number 
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of  infectious  diseases  over  that  of  last  year,  namely 
forty-eight  this  year,  against  twenty-five  last  year.  This 
of  course  includes  Phthisical  patients  which  enter  the 
returns  for  the  first  time  and  number  eight.  There  were 
twenty-four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  fifteen  of  which 
occurred  at  the  Chalfonts,  not  in  one  epidemic,  but  kept 
breaking  out  through  the  year,  several  of  the  cases  were 
traced  to  the  boys’  school  there.  There  were  eleven 
cases  of  Diptheria  most  of  which  occurred  at  the  end  of 
the  long  drought,  at  which  time  also,  there  were  many 
cases  of  epidemic  Diarrhoea,  fortunately  there  were  very 
few  deaths.  There  weie  no  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  in  the 
whole  district  during  the  year.  During  the  hot  weather 
your  Sanitary  Inspector  was  at  great  pains  to  prevent 
any  accumulation  of  rubbish  and  decayed  vegetable 
matter,  and  no  fewer  than  seventy  notices  were  served 
on  that  account.  Owing  to  several  cases  of  Small  Pox 
occurring  not  far  from  the  district.  Chicken  Pox  was 
made  a notifiable  disease.  All  the  cases,  except  two  of 
Scarlet  Fever  removed  to  hospitals  outside  the  district, 
were  isolated  in  their  own  homes.  Compensation  is 
paid  by  the  Council  for  any  loss  of  wage  or  extra 
expense  incurred,  in  carrying  out  the  instructions  for 
Isolation  given  by  your  officers. 


Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  formalin,  and  infected 
bedding,  etc.,  is  destroyed  where  necessary,  compensation 
being  paid  by  the  Council,  also  for  re-papering,  white- 
washing, etc.,  where  necessary.  Disinfection  is 
thoroughly  carried  out,  after  Phthisical  patients  have 
died  or  left,  also  after  certain  cases  of  Cancer.  Anti- 
Diptheric  serum  is  provided  by  the  Council  and  they 
also  pay  for  the  Baccillary  examination  of  swabs  taken 
from  the  throats  of  doubtful  cases  of  Diptheria.  Eight 
cases  of  Phthisis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Shelters 
are  provided  for  such  cases  at  the  Infirmary  and  also  at 
the  patients  homes  if  they  will  use  them. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  not  prevalent  in  the 
district,  several  of  the  cases  notified  being  patients  sent 
into  the  district  for  their  health,  residence  on  the  hills  in 
the  district  proving  peculiarly  beneficial  to  Phthisical 
patients. 


As  mentioned  at  the  commencement  of  my  Report,  the 
population  is  18,515.  'I'he  births  registered  number  369, 
a decrease  on  last  year,  and  with  the  increase  of  popula- 
tion the  low  rate  of  19.92  per  thousand. 
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The  deaths  number  ig8,  but  with  the  increase  of 
population,  although  in  excess  of  last  year,  gives  the 
low  death-rate  of  10.69  thousand,  lower  than  it  has 
ever  been  before  in  the  district. 

The  Infant  mortality  is  higher  than  last  year,  which 
was  the  lowest  recorded,  but  is  below  the  average,  there 
being  23  deaths  giving  a rate  of  62.3  per  thousand  nett 
births. 

The  mortality  from  Cancer  was  again  somewhat  high 
numbering  24  deaths,  last  year  there  were  25  deaths,  and 
it  is  certainly  more  prevalent  in  this  district  than  in 
most.  There  were  nine  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  several  of  these  were  cases  sent  into  the 
district  for  their  health,  two  only  having  lived  a few 
days  after  coming  into  the  district.  Chronic  and 
Subacute  Rheumatism  are  somewhet  prevalent  in  the 
district,  but  there  is  no  case  of  death  during  the  year 
from  Rheumatic  Fever.  There  were  three  deaths  from 
Diptheria,  all  of  which  died  very  suddenly  at  the 
commencement  of  the  attack  before  Antitoxin  could  be 
used. 

In  the  returns  a large  number  of  deaths  are  classed 
under  other  defined  and  ill-defined  diseases.  These  are 
nearly  all  due  to  Heart  Disease  and  Senile  Decay. 

Appended  are  the  tables  of  vital  statistics. 

Below  is  a summary  of  the  work  done  through  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  past  year.  When  study- 
ing this,  consideration  must  be  taken  of  the  very  widely 
scattered  nature  of  your  district.
